Washington, Nov. 11.—Indications 


today were that the American policy 
toward Mexico which it is hoped the 
nations of the world generally would 
follow, still was "hands off." 


The general interpretation of the 


situation was that the United States, 
by giving foreign power detailed in- 
formation of its own determination 
to refuse to recognize the acts of the 
new Mexican congress had indicated 
a desire that the powers, generally, 
refrain from financial dealings with 
the Huerta government. 


So far as could be learned there 


had been 5o specific request for sup- 
port by the powers but that

had beiu a plain intimation that the 
Washington government believes the 
collapse of the Huerta regime in- 
evitabie if foreign aid be withheld.

QUESTIONS TO SOLVE

troublesome questions that came uj» 
for consideration today b> [he income 
tax experts of the treasury depart- 
ment was tuis one: 


"Is the income tax going to put a 


premium ou single blessedness?" ad- 
vocates of the !aw contended it \\ould 
put a premium on marriage, but it's 
interpreters now have lound the par- 
agraph affecting married persons not 
so easy 01 comprehension after ail. 
The law reads: 


"There shall be deducted from the 


umouut of the net income of each o! 
said persons (meaning taxable per- 
sons), the sum of $3,t.H.>0 plus 
fi.iHX> 


additional if the person making the 
return be a married man with wife 
living with him, or plus the sum of 
$l,twu additional if the person making 
the return be a married woman with 
a husband living with her; but in no 
event shall this ^additional 
exemp- 


tion of $l,:jOi) be'deducted by both a 
husband and a wife. 
Provided that 


only one deduction of $4,01)0 shall be 
made from tne aggregate income of 
both husband and wife when living 
together." 


That looks simple enough, but the 


experts don't 
think it is. for 
in- 


stance they have to rule on whether 
two married persons living together, 
each of whom has an income of just 
$3,00o must pay the tax, .-\s individ- 
uals each would 
be exempt. 
Does 


marriage n^ake them with an aggre- 
gate income of $6.COU subject to the 
tax? 


Another question 
that 
does not 


particularly 
concern the 
treasury 


but which will 
interest 
husbands 


and wives is, who is to pay the tax 
in case a joint income is taxable? Is 
it to 'be proportioned according to 
the income of the individual or the 
husband to pay it all? 


One thing seems certain to the of- 


ficials. 
The tax is going to prove 


an interesting index to marriages for 
money. 
Although many a 
merce- 


nary man who took the step *»to 
matrimony may be allowed by his 
wealthy wife to pay the income tax 
the. chances are good that much of 
her income is from investments that 
require the one per cent normal tax 
to be withheld at the source and a 
comparison of incomes would not be 
difficult. 


"Xo one need worry, however, over 


such a prospect because the returns 
are to be kept secret anyhow and 
only a few collectors and treasury 
officials will know these details.

fort to leave, but after the latter had left the outskirts of the city nothing 
has been heard from them.
